Hazard quickly regained the lead on a 25-foot 
Jump shot by Jim Rose for keeps. 

HaSird got the opening tip in the first quarter but little 
Sam Thomas stole the ball and raced the length of the court 
for a 2-0 lead Houston Hogg put the Bulldogs' five on the 
scoreboard with a lay-up at 7:32 for a 2-2 tie. 

Jim Rose paced the Bulldogs with 20 points and pbyed 
another sparkling game but guards Joe Davis and Kenny 
Tate came through with clutch performances. Davis tallied 
16 points and Tate netted 13 points.

Termites live in the soil and 
the workers leave the colonies, 
by way of earthen tubes, to 
feed on wood. They get essen- 
tial moisture from the soil, to 
which they return constantly, 
thus poisoning the soil is the 
most effective control measure. 

Termites are often mistaken 
for winged ants. However, ants 
have thin waistlines and two 
paris of unequal-size wings 
while termites have thick 
waists and their wings are all 
cf equal size. 

Control Measures for Ru*t on 
Fruit Planting*: 

Three cedar ru ts which will 
attack zo-ple trees, flowering 
crabapple trees, hawthorn and 
quinco trees, may appear in 
home fruit plantings in May or 
June. Forays should be applied 
in early March. 

E. M Johnson, UK Ag Exper- 
iment Station plant pathologist, 
says the three are cedar, apple 
rust cedar-hawthrorn rust and 
cedar-quince rust. They also 
may attack junipers. 

The three rusts are difficult, 
except for specialists, to dif- 
ferentiate. Lut control mea- 
sures are the same for each. 

(1) Do not grow juniper* or 
cedars in the same year with 
apples, flowering crab or haw- 
throrn. 

(2) If desired, junipers or 
cedars can ibe sprayed. Use 
eight teaspoons per gallon of 
water of the material Elgetol. 
Aoply it in May or early June 
and again in mid-June.
